In ‘ Williamstown court on 
Wednesday Salvatore D’Agos- 
tino, of 80 Mason Street, New- 
port, was charged with unlaw- 
fully assaulting Viladis Petkevi- 
cius with a crank hande and 
discharging a firearm in a pub- 
li¢ place on October 30.. .

Dr Ziegfried Atlas of 8 The 
Circle, West Newport, said that 
D'Agostino had been a patient 
of his for some time. He saw 
him on October 31 and found 
he had bruises in and under 
the eye, a big bruise on the 
temple with a cut scratches and 
lacerations on the face, a bruise 
behind the ear. His nose was 
. Swollen and he had a number 
of small bruises on his chest 
which could be consistent with 
kicking. He is a sick man and 
the state of his nerves is on- 
sistent with a state of fear. 


Viadis Petkevicius; of 7 Med- 
way Street, Footscray, a mar- 
ried man living apart from his 
wife, said that at 11.30 a.m. on 
October 30 he took a taxi from 
Yarraville to Newport. He went 
there to pick up his daughter 
to take her out for the day. He 
knocked on the.door and his 
daughter came .out and they 
went towards the taxi. 


The defendant came up past 
him ‘then went back to his car 


and picked up a crank handle}. 
from it. He asked defendant if], 


he ‘wanted to kill him. He fol- 
lowed defendant back to his 
car took him out of it and gave 
him a few punches: 


He then went back to the 
taxi and asked the driver to 
call the police 


‘They then drove into Mason 
Street and as he look2ed back 
he saw defendant with a rifle 
which he shot from about 40 
yards away. 


Mr Galbally asked him if he 
had received a letter from the 
‘defendant's solicitors asking 
him to leave him alone and to 
stop threatening him. 


Petkevicius said he had re- 
ceived the letter but had not 
made any™threats. 


First Const, Peter Tunstall, 
of the Wireless Patrol, said he 
went to the: intersection of 
Mason and Oxford streets, New- 
port and saw the taxi with the 
witnesses in it. Defendant ad- 
mitted firing the gun, not to

_ asked him if he was after him. 
He ran tp the car and got 
crank handle and said- “keep 
away from me I don’t want any 
trouble.” He did not intend to 
hit him with it. He just held it

Handy Household Hints 


WINDOWS 


To saye trouble when thread- 
ing a curtain on to its rod, put 
the finger from an old glove 
over the rod’s end. The curtain 
will then slip on easily. 

If a sash window is hard to 
“raise, pour a little hot oil or 
melted butter between the win- 
dow frame and the casing, and 
aso on the roller rope. 


Windows and mirrors sparkle 
if washed with plain biuing 
water. For very dirty windows 
add a tablespoon of ammonia or 
washing soda to a bucket of 
water. Polish with a lintless 
cloth or crumpled newspaper. 

To tint and rejuvenate cur- 
tains, put dye or tint in the 
washing machine with the soap 
powder.
